New Orleans, was written by Earl 
Pixley, of this city, who is now in tha 
South. 
Mi. Pixley is at present lo- 


cated in Atlanta, haviog a position 
there. 
The letter follow?: 


Atlanta, Ga,, Feb. 24, 98, 


Dear Esther:—Here at last I am in 


Atlanta, Ga., somewhat rumpled up, it 
IB tine, but still in-the lingb, having 
got in this morning about la (noon) 
from 
Now Orleans, having left there 


last night at 7:40. The train was 
crowded with people leaving 
after 


Mardi-Graa. I will tiy and tell yon of 
what has happened since I kit Yozoo 
City. I left Yazoo Sunday evening and 
got into Jaokson about 8 o'clock p. m., 
with three boya from Yaazoo. 
We 


did not get out ol Jackson until about 
4 in the morning of Monday and arriv- 
ing in New Orleans at 9 a. m. 
As 


soon as eluy broke, so I conirf cne, I 
enjoyed the ride, and at Hammond we 
got out about C :20 to get some Innch. 
It was quite a surprise to step out and 
see leaves on the trees. 
From about 


7 -.80 to the outside of New Orleans we 
rode through one long*swamp, probably 
thirty or forty miles long, with no 
stops, bat in this distance we came up- 
on some cypress saw-mills, the work- 
men's houses all being built about 
four or five feet above the ground 
on stilts, as it were, and the walks all 
the same way, for the ground was cov- 
ered with water. From the oar itlooked 
to be about six to twelve inches depth 
of water. Of course now and then some 
house would ba upon land, a little 
high, but all on 'stilts." I asked a 
man ,a native, if there were any ali- 
gators in the swamp. 
He said, "Yes 


indeed; lots and lots of them, with all 
the other swamp critters." 
We could 


tell when we were coming to New 
O; leans for the garden aftar garden of 
truck, all with little levees around 
them and a big ditoh for the water 
The housss 
were French, as 
yon 


would imagine, and a Oatholio settle- 
ment, for here, as I darted by, I saw a 
little statue of JbEU's or the 
Virgin 


Mary, I o.uld not tell which, as we 
passed too quiok. Soon we rolled , into 
the depot. 
We had quite a time hunt- 


ing a room, but run across a cousin of 
one of the boys and he fixed us. 
After 


that we siaited out to see the town and 
orowde. Tne parade came off all right, 


denly grabbed the little image and 
threw it out the window. 
It hap- 


pened that at that very moment her 
lover was passing and it bit him on 
the head, kuoekiog him senseless and 
making a great bruise on his head. Of 
course he was brought into her house 
and she naturally nursed him baok to 
health and he regained his love for 
her , and so they were happy. 
Now 


the French 
Catholics here believe 


this and all worship, or nearly so, "St. 
Joe," as he is called. 
The little im- 


ages to carry are put up in a little zlno 
box about an inch long and a -.little 
larger than a lead pencil. 
The belief 


is that to carry one of these given you 
is that you can have anything you 
want, it you also pray for it.

Petera 
gave me tho one I have and 


said that already this afternoon its 
charm had commenced to work, for 
when I wanted to pay car faro once or 
twica they would not let me. 
She is 


now on her way around the world in 
her private oar with a small party.

Dr. Dwight was very kind and 


could not show me enough attention. 
I nappese^ *r> be standing on the street, 
when she and Mrs. Peters passed and I 
thought I recognize her. 
She gave 


me her address and wanted me to write 
her from Atlanta and she would give 
me a letter of introduction to a promi- 
nent professor here, who lectures to a 
class of young men, medical students. 
I have not seen muoh of the town here 
yet, 
bat it eeems to be a hustling 


place. 
During my ride through Geor- 


gia and Alabama I looked at the conn- 
try. 
It is not in it with other places 


I have Been. 
The ground looked poor, 


the cotton plants few and short and 
stunted. 
I never saw so many pine 


trees in my life—Georgia pines we all 
have heard of. 
But I must stop for 


a while. Write me at once, as it seems 
so long since I have heard from you. 
Address me just "general delivery, and 
I will get it all O. K.

Key West, March 1.—Speaking of the 


blowing up of the Maine, an officer of 
that vessel, who had just testified be- 
fore the court of inquiry, said: 


"I can't tell you what line of ques- 


tioning was adopted, but the court will 
find, I believe, that the Maine was 
blown pp by design, though I don't 
think it will be able to ascertain exact- 
ly how. 
The court's finding will be 


based on negative, rather than positive 
evidence. 


"By this I mean that all the testimo- 


ny so far heard has, bit by bit, upset 
the theories of those who think the ex- 
plosion was of internal origin. 
This 


negative evidence is so strong and so 
general that I see no possibility of the 
,court deciding that the explosion was 
Internal. 


"The only alternative then left for 


the court is to fall back on evidence 
which points to the intentional blow- 
ing up of the Maine. 
This, I think, 


will be done, unless the court formu- 
lates a theory of its own, or declares 
that it does not know how the disaster 
occurred, both of which conjectures 1 
think improbable." 


Members of the court, when the sub-

Bones arc of the greatest importance, 


for ofteutiir.es mail has left uo other 
tokens of his existence behind him* Tho 
first study, therefore, to the nrohaeolo- 
gist is that of the combinative anatomy 
of the human n;cc. It is uccessary to 
distinguish humtm bones from those of 
animals, to study racial characters and 
to determine tho sex. Skulls must be 
studied with the greatest minuteness, 
for iu them lie some of tho most impor- 
tant evidences of origin and progress. 
It is desirable also to study tho animals, 
for the bones of men are often found 
intermingled with those of tho animals 
that bo had sluiu or that have conquered 
him, aud iu tbe cases whore the animal 
is one now extinct n guess at tho an- 
tiquity of mail's relics niny be made. 


The tools which served .In the rude 


arts of early man were first of stone, 
roughly fashioned to tho ueeds of tho 
work, and later of metal. Mineralogy 
is therefore an important study to tho 
archaeologist. Tho stoue relics furnish 
a rougb index to the amount of civiliza- 
tion; Wiey indicate in a crude way tho 
extent of intercommunication; 
they 


show how new ideas camo to tho races; 
'they serve in a manner to distinguish 
between different grades of antiquity, 
and in many waya they are important. 
The mineralogist who finds copper nug- 
gets in tho graves of North Carolina 
prehistoric Indians knows that these 
men had some manner of communica- 
tion with the great lakes. 


' A knowledge of zoology is requisite 


too. The presence of tho horseshoe crab 
in legends a^nd traditions of the tribes 
of our arid west could bavo been guessed 
at only by ona with acute perception, 
and tho finding of one of tho shells as a 
fetich of one of the tribes was a bright 
exploit. It was evident that this rolio 
bad made its journey from band to baud 
over 2,000 or 3,000 miles of country at 
a timo when it was exceedingly wild. 


Then tbero are the shell ornaments. 


The present craze for tho river pearl ia 
no new thing. As far back as there is 
any evidence of the preferences of mail 
tho lustrous river shells have been at- 
tractive to him, and tho distribution, of 
them has been exceedingly wide. 


Then there is tbe pottery. Here one 


must study tho beginnings of tho useful 
arts. Ho must know bow tbe potH aro 
made, how in lieu or in advance of the 
potter's wheel tbe aborigines bad a 
number of ingenious ways of revolving 
the vessel, bow with ringers and combs 
and a hundred other implements the 
primitive decoration was incised and 
how with cl;\ys and ores of iron the first 
crude colors were made wherewith to 
paint tho earthenware. This study of 
old pots is'exceedingly interesting and 
of the highest importance. Tho materi- 
als aro imperishable, and, while the 
vessels iu a whole condition are rare, 
tho fragments indicate the more impor- 
tant elements in the story. In tbo shapes 
of the vessels there is rudimentary art 
iu form, while in tbe decoration there 
aro tho beginnings of painting aud sculp- 
ture. In the painted or incised figures 
there is tho key to relationships iu 
tribes, races and religions. 


Closely allied is the art of carving,

and implements. And there are besides 
the textiles, and, although the primitive 
loom ia an extremely simple affair, 
which tho savage nations have evolved 
or copied into very similar forms, still 
the materials employed and the patterns 
yield mvich information about the 'an- 
cestry aud affinities of ancient man. 


No word is necessary to uphold the 


importance of the monuments when, 
lacking tbe forerunners of paper, the 
ancients record 3d their history in cut o* 
painted monuments. 
Egypt, Assyria 


and Central America, each iu a differ- 
ent way, show tho value of the close 
Etudyof tho monuments, and the stories 
of these countries -would have lacked 
the greater pnrt of their interest had the 
testimony of walls and obelisks and the 
magnificent .sculptures been withheld. 


Languages form an exceedingly im- 


portant part of the preparatiou of the 
archaeologist. Of course he urftst know 
the modern ones to keep abreast of the 
•world's progress in research, tbo an- 
nouncements being made iu any one of 
tho important living tongues. But com- 
parative philology is equally necessary, 
for it may servo to give th'-j key to the 
relationships of one set of characters 
with another. 


After these matters are all in hand 


there is geology to be studied, both 
theoretical and practical. 
Frotn such 


knowledge is derived our estimate of 
man's occupation of the earth, and tfaa 
vajpo of the evidence may be made or 
marred by a single slip or unscientific 
action. Tbe whole story of man's early 
residence in New Jersey is dependent 
upon the position of certain bits of 
worked stone in certain banks of dirt.— 
Boston Transcript.
